It is 
under command of General von Gall- 
witz, an officer previously prominent 
in the Russian and Serbian campaign, 
and apparently transferred to the 
weatern front late last year and pat 
in command of the Verdun sector, in- 
cluded within the front occupied by 
the German crown prince’s army group.

followers and enabled them to roll up a 
large majority in favor.of accepting 
the provisions of the German peace 
treaty. 

The message sent by President WIii- 
son to the congress, in which he ex- 
pressed his sympathy with the Russian 
people, was read at the opening ses- 
sion Thursday night. It was received 
with marked enthusiasm and a reply 
embodying a resolution of apprecia- 
tion was sent to the American people. 

That there was spirited opposition to 
the ratification of the treaty is evi- 
denced by reports that trouble broke 
out on Friday between the Bolshevik!

Christ.” (Standard. Dict.) 

It ts noteworthy that the word does 
not occur in the Old Testament, 
which is usually regarded as the rec- 
ord, in part, of the Semitic peoples, 

d of God’s dealings with them 

ugh the medium of the Mosaic 
law. The definite distinction be- 
tween this Law and the Gospel of 
Jesus, Christ is strikingly illustrated 
by the segregation of the Holy Bible 
into Old and New Testaments. The 
teachings of Christ and later those of 
the Apostles emphasized the superi- 
ority of the Gospel over the lIaw, 
which latter was likened by Paul to a 
schoolmaster whose function was to 
discipline, train and instruct in prep- 
aration for the greater revelation of 
the Gospel. (See Gal. 3:23-29.) These 
and other kindred facts have led to 
the erroneous assumption that the 
Gospel was first revealed to mankind 
when Christ came in the flesh. 

Nevertheless, the Gospel, compris- 
{ng not alone precepts but. the accom- 
‘’ panying authority of the Holy Priest- 

-hood to administer the ordinances 
“thereof, was preached to men in the 
earliest period of human history. The 
necessity of (1) faith in the then un- 
embodied but chosen and ordained 
Savior of mankind, (2) the indispen- 
sability of repentance as a means 
jJeading to remission of sins, (3) the 
divine requirement of baptism by im- 
mersion in water, and (4) spiritual 
baptism ‘through the power of the 
Holy Ghost—which constitute the 
fundamental principles and ordinances 
of the Gospel— were preached and 
administered to Adam, the patriarch 
of the race, and by him to his pos- 
terity. Through a revelation to 
Moses this is recorded of Adam,  fol- 
lowing the man’s transgression: 


“And after many days an angel

If thou wilt turn unto me,, 
and hearken unto~my voice, and be-| 
lieve, and repent-of all thy transgres- 
sions, and be baptized, even in water, 
in the name of mine Only Begotten 
Son, who is full of grace and truth, 
which is Jesus Christ, the only name 
which shall be given under heaven, 
whereby salvation shall come ‘unto 
the children of men, ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.”

ALFALFA AS SPRING PASTURE FOR 
LIVE STOCK,

One of the successful poultry men is 
G.' R. Smith, of Pennsyivania, who is 
also an interesting writer. In the last 
issue of The Item he gives the follow- 
img ten reasons for increasing the 
poultry output: 

The time is ripe. If American poul- 
try men enlarge their program their 
plans should be made soon. The condi-

herself a hundred fold annually—some 
two hundred fold. With the machinery 
we now have for hatching eggs and 
brooding chicks, the multiplying pos- 
sibilities of the domestic owl are 
simply marvelous. It would be the 
most monstrous economic blunder for 
our government not to urge the dou- 
bling at least of the annual poultry 
output under these stressing world 
conditions. We will make an equally 
monstrous blunder if we do not rise to 
this urgent call. 

7. The Part of Truest Patriotism— 
The cry from Washington is constant 
and insistent. Wheat and meat are 
the articles of food that the govern- 
ment is most anxious about. Love of 
country means love of home and love 
of everything that our country means 
to us. It is surely the part of truest 
patriotism therefore to bring the 
products of our poultry yards up to 
the highest possible limit consistent 
with business safety. If we can't: go 
to France we can raise some of the 
choicest food in the world to send to 
the boys who have to go to France 
whether they want to or not. If we 
are inclined to think it is a sacrifice, 
we will place our sacrifice beside that 
which our brave boys have to make 
when they take their places in the 
trenches to face the shells and shrap- 
nel of several million Huns. We can 
show our patriotism by standing by 
the government that stands. back of 
the boys. This will mean not only to 
do our BIT, but to do our MIGHT in 
the production of meat and eggs. 

8. The Risk Is Small—We have al- 
ready seen that the chances for profits 
are strong in this little business game 
of meat production. Some may feel 
that there is a risk of making no 
profits, or of sustaining loss. Some 
will make little more than they pay 
out. A few will lose a little. But it 
isn’t possible for the sensible man to 
lose very much. We are not asking 
immense investments by men who 
know little or nothing about the rais- 
The appeal is to the 
farmer who has all points of advan- 
tage in his work andtothe backyarder 
who hasn’t room enough to raise many 
fowls. He therefore will not be able 
to lose much. But suppose you do 
lose 2 few dollars. You are liable to 
do that in any business. Never mind 
the risks then. If you do not raise 
chickens and eggaq you will probably 
lose more money by buying beefsteak 
and bacon at 40 or 60 cents a pound. 
They'll get us all anyway. So let’s 
make our own meat. 

9. The Pleasure of the Work—Some 
of the most delightful experiences of 
my life have come from the raising 
and handling of fine thoroughbred 
fowls. There is no drudgery about it 
to the man who gets the right point 
of view, The true fancier makes 
financial “profits a secondary consider- 
eration. e gets well paid by the 
pleasure derived from the care of the 
fowls. .This is especially true of the 
town man to whom the care of a fine 
flock of birds is a most delicious 
recreation. It is a vacation that lasts 
him all the year through. It is worth 
money to get away from counters and 
clerks and head-smashing business in 
the roaring city for a little while each 
evening and mpi PRS care for and 
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stipated sows are most apt to suffer. 
To correct scours in nursing pigs give 
the sow 15 to 20 grains of sulphate of 
iron (copperas) in her slop night and 
morning until effective. When there is 
a tendency to derangement, lime 
water may be mixed freely with the 
slop. Treat the small pigs also by 
giving each a raw egg and 6& or 10 
grains of subnitrate of bismuth twice 
daily. A dose of castor oil may be nec- 
essary if other resources fail. 

Cleanliness, sunshine and sound 
wholesome feed given wisely are bet- 
ter than drugs. Charcoal and wood 
ashes are recommended by the New 
Jersey station as correctives, and one 
authority recommends a reduction in 
the richness of the sow’s feed and 
the application of a teaspoonful of sul- 
oa to the slop twice daily for two 
ays. 


June Pigs. 


There are many advantages the hog 
grower will have in raising June pigs. 
First, as everyone knows, the brood 
s0w must have plenty of exercise if 
she is going to be able to farrow good 
strong pigs. The sow to farrow in 
June has the advantage of at least two 
months of warm weather, most of 
which time she can run on grass pas- 
tures, consequently getting this neces- 
sary exercise. Little, if any, care is 
required at farrowing time during the 
month of June. Two of the fatal pig 
troubles that every man has to fight 
where pigs are farrowed early, scours 
and thumps, are practically gotten 
away from by the June pig. 

There is always plenty of sunshine 
and the weather is warm, allowing the 
little fellows to get out and take plenty 
of exercise, which almost entirely elim- 
inates thumps. There is not the 
cold, damp weather, with wet bedding 
and chilly winds, which very often 
brings on a case of scours with ex- 
ceedingly bad results. By the time 
the June pig begin to eat grain he 
can have the benefit of new oats and 
barley, two mighty good pig feeds, 
thus getting away to a considerable 
extent at least from the high prices 
generally necessary to pay for all 
grains. 

With the benefit of the new small 
grains and grass pastures he can be 
carried along at a minimum expense 
until weaning time, when new corn 
can be had. This is especially true 
if the hog grower will plant a small 
acreage of ninety-day variety. This 
generally gets ready for feed from the 
20th of August on, and by sufficient 
planting. the hog-grower can have 
good new corn, until the main field 
crop is hard enough. With these 
times of high prices for labor and for 
practically any of the feeds used in 
hog production, it certainly looks like

U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture Holds Public Meet- 
ings to Develop Standard- 
ization Needs. 


In order to determine whether the 
standards for wheat now in force un- 
der the grain standards act meet sat- 
isfactorily present marketing condi- 
tions, eighteen public hearings were 
held throughout the United States dur- 
ing November and December last. Ad- 
vice and suggestions received through 
letters, in personal conferences, and 
at the hearings developed the fact that 
the standards for wheat, which were 
formulated for the requirements of 
trade under normal competitive con- 
ditions, should be revised to meet pres- 
ent marketing requirements. 


The war has brought about fixed 
prices for wheat and the substantial 
elimination of competition in wheat 
transactions. It has also placed the 
milling and baking industries upon a 
new basis. Under present abnormal 
conditions mixtures of different classes 
of wheat, admixtures of rye, and other 
factors which influence color, texture, 
and loaf volume of bread do not play 
nearly so important a part in the mar- 
keting of wheat as they did under pre- 
war conditions. Regulation of storage, 
mixing, cleaning and distribution of 
wheat has altered materially the rela- 
tive importance of other factors. 


Many of the changes requested in 
the present standards appear to have 
been based upon normal marketing 
conditions, but most of the sugges- 
tions were caused by the application of 
new requirements to the milling and 
baking industries and the reorganiza- 
tion of grain marketing practices. Af- 
ter full consideration of all the sug- 
gestions presented, a draft of proposed 
standards has been prepared on the 
basis of the suggestions which had in 
view for the most part present market- 
ing conditions. A copy of the draft 
accompanies this notice. 


Before taking final action on the 
proposed standards, it is the desire of 
this department to receive the advice 
and suggestions of persons interested. 
Accordingly five public hearings, pre- 
sided over either by myself, the chief 
of the bureau of markets, or some 
other representative, have been or will 
be held as follows: March 14, ila- 
delphia, Pa.; March 16, Indtanapolis, 
Ind.: March 18, Kansas City, Mo.; March 
18, Spokane, Wash.; March 21, Minne- 
apolis, Minn. Farmers, millers, mer-

Subclass (b) Northern Spring—This sub-

Standards for Durum Wheat (Class 3%). 

This class shall include all varieties of 
durum wheat, but shall not Include more 
than 10 per centum of other wheat or 
wheats. This clags shall be divided into two 
classes, as follows: 

Subclass (a) Amber Durum—tThis sub- 
class shall include wheat meeting the re- 
quirements of the class durum of which 75 
per centum or more consists of hard and 
vitreous kernels of amber color and tex- 


ture. 

Subclass (b) Duram—This subclass in- 
clude wheat meeting the requirements of 
the class durum which consists of less than 
76 per centum of hard and vitreous kernels 


of amber color and texture. 
Standards for Red Winter Wheat 
(Class 8). 


This class shall include all varieties of 
hard red winter wheat, but shall not in- 
clude more than 10 per centum of other 
wheat or wheats. This class shall be di- 
vided into two classes, as follows: 

Subclass (a) Dark Hard Winter—This 
subclass shall include wheat meeting the 
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those surplus eggs will prove very de- 
sirable and useful, if properly preserv- 
ed.

The water should 
be boiled and then cooled before mix- 
ing. Be sure that the solution is cold 
before using to cover the eggs. Be 
sure — the eggs are clean, fresh and 
sound,

“The present status of building oper- 
ations in Atlanta and in the southeast 
generally is much more satisfactory 
than was anticipated several months 
ago would be the case. This refers 
both to the volume of construction now 
actually under way and the prospects 
for continued building during the re- 
mainder of the year.” 

This is given, not as a personal] opin- 
ion, Dut as a statement of fact, by W. C. 
| Woodall, business manager of The In- 
dustrial Index, of Columbus, who has 


been spending several days in Atlanta, 
construction and business headquarters 
for the southeast, in conference with 
architects, builders and industria] lead- 
ers. 

“The tone in building circles is a de- 
cidedly cheerful one despite the unusual 
and in some respects unprecedented 
handicaps under which construction op- 
erations are now carried on,” he con- 
tinued. “As a matter of fact the pres- 
ent situation is much better than was 
anticipated. At the beginning of the 
year there was a feeling of the great- 
est uncertainty in building circles. The 
several weeks of severe weather which 
almost prohibited outdoor work, and 
which undoubtedly had a depressing ef- 
fect on investors, certainly did not im- 
prove she situation. And then came the 
series @f blue Mondays which simply 
capped the climax. 

“When heatless Mondays were abol- 
ished and the sum came out and we 
were given the most beautiful and de- 
lightful February that we have enjoyed 
in a decade, there was a reaction from 
all the depressing conditions just men- 
tioned and it expressed itself in visits 
to the architects’ offices, inquiries as 
to prices of building material and 
actual award of contracts for con- 
struction work. In the spring man, 
like the birds, wants to build, and the 
more obstacles there are in his path, 
the more determined he is to build. 

“Architects, contractors and manufac- 
turers of and dealers in building ma- 
terial are delighted and really a bit 
surprised at the situation that has de- 
veloped as regards construction ‘work. 

Necessary Construction. 

“There is of course much construc- 
tion of an.absolutely necessary charac- 
tér that will be e this year. The fa- 
cilities at ordon are being con- 

suDdstantially enlarged, and 
same story at all the other 
8 ern cantonments, the difference 
being only in degree. The establish- 
ment of shipyards and the building of 
ships continues at an almost feverish 
rate at the various southern ports, 
giving employment to thousands of la- 
borers at profitable wages. Then there 
is much government or quasi-govern- 
ment constructiin work in progress that 
is not often considered in that capac- 
ity, but all regarded as necessary for 
the successful conduct of the war. 

‘There is a great deal of building 
in progress in Atlanta now and there 
will be a great deal more this year; 
the success of 1918 in Atlanta and the 
southeast as a building year is already 
assured. Each war-year wifll stand on 
its own bottom in a construction way 
and we, of course, cannot anticipate 
the future, but we who are in touch 
with the situation know that the build-

Farmers in Good Shape. 


“The farmers are in the best shape 
in their history, and are able to do 
much improvement work, and are do- 
ing it, despite the labor shortage. One 
Georgia architect now has on his 
boards plans for improvements aggre- 
gating $200,000, and every job is eith- 
er a farm house or a fine barn or some 
other country improvement. A face 
brick man in Atlanta told me that he 
sold his first order of brick in a cer- 
tain little town away down in south- 
east Georgia late last fall; a town in 
the midst of a section that raised a 
normal cotton crop and sold it at ab- 
normal prices. Soon another order 
came from the town, and now several 
brick dwellings have been built there 
or are under way; -face brick from 
north Georgia being used on each job. 
This same dealer, by the way, told me 
that he has sold one and a half million 
face brick to be used on buildings now 
being erected and to be erected in At- 
lanta this spring and summer. This 
brick will be used purely for exterior 
ornamentation, and gives some idea of 
the volume of construction work here 
now under way or impending. 

“One of the leading architects of At- 
lanta, in a thoughtful analysis of the 
situation the other day, advanced an 
idea that impressed me very much and 
certainly is sound. 

“"The majority of the people who 
build,’ he said, ‘are investors who have 
built before and who have acquired 
the habit. You might say that their 
chief business is improving their 2 
erty through the erection of buildings, 
pity 4 certainly it is one of their chief 
interests in life and they derive both 
pleasure and profit from _ it. ese 
people can’t be held back long. They 

et restless if their business routine 
s disturbed and broken. Many of 
them are persons well advanced in 
years and they are well set in their 
business ways and habits. A good 
many of these investors did not follow 
their usual custom and Duild last year 
because the declaration of war shock- 
ed them for the time being. But they 
simply can't wait any longer and are 
now going ahead again. They are 
paying the price, of course, but they 
are willing to pay it, and I’ve no dowbt 
that in the long run these shrewd in- 
vestors will get a good return on these 
investments.’ :

American snipers have been very 
busy on both sectors. East of Lune- 
ville six enemy snipers were silenced 
by the Americans. 

On the Toul front during last 
night and today considerable talk- 
ing, and even singing, was heard 
within the enemy lines. Several 
times the Germans stuck their heads 
over the parapets to see what the 
Americans were doing. Each time a 
bullet from an American rifle went 
in the direction of the head. After 
several of their number were hit the 
Germans stopped looking. 

At one place at night an American 
sentry saw a figure slinking through 
the darkness. The man halted when 
challenged and was found to be a 
German prisoner who had escaped and 
was trying to get back to his own 
lines. The German was turned over 
to the French authorities. 

The placé where the German was 
captured was not far from where an 
American one-pounder was busy firing 
on a large nest of enemy snipers, who 
had been annoying our lines. After 
several shots the Germans withdrew. 

The American artillery in the Toul 
sector again battered the German lines 
and observation posts and caused an 
explosion, probably of an ammunition

Are Simply Blackmail. 
Judge Hill stated that in substance 
these charges are simply blackmail. He 
said that there are two.ways to commit 
the crime of blackmail, either by direct 
accusation or by threats to charge with 
the crime. 

He charged the jury that Mrs. Hirsch 
was on trial alone. That she had en- 
tered a plea of not guilty and that the 
burden of proof of her guilt was upon 
the state to establish beyond a reason- 
able doubt. 

In the first place, stated Judge Hill, 
the proof of conspiracy, an agreement to | 
violate the law between two or more 
ersons, devolved upon the state as the 
asis of their charge. Conspiracy, he 
said, is a subtle thing that cannot be 
seen as it exists in the mind and can 
only be determined by the conduct and 
declarations of the alleged conspira- 
tors. 

Judge Hill charged that if the jury 
believed such a conspiracy existed in 
this case and that this was part of the 
threat to expose, then, if the jury be- 
lieved such nee ortg 4 existedy every- 
thing done and said by one principal 
was chargeable to the other and each 
was responsible for the other. He 
charged that if either one directly or 
indirectly threatened to accuse to get 
money and if the jury believed a con- 
spiracy originated by them existed it 
was their duty to find Mrs. Hirsch 
guilty. 

He charged that mere suspicion was 
not sufficient for a verdict, there must 
be evidence strong enough to exclude 
every other réasonable hypothesis. 
Point Not Material. 


Judge Hill further stated that it was 
immaterial whether the prosecutor 
was guilty of adultery or not. He said 
even if the jury believed that the im- 
proper relations did take place, never- 
theless if Mrs. Hirsch and .Cook took 
advantage of that fact to extort money 
these two people conspired illegally 
and it was the duty of the jury to find 
her guilty. 

He stated that if a man suspects 
that a crime is about to be perpetrat- 
ed he has a right to use all legal 
means to expose the crime and pro- 
tect himself. If the jury believed 
there was a conspiracy in this case 
Mr. Candler had a right to get Forrest 
Adair or anyone elee to assist him in 
exposing the crime.

The Putting Game. 

How often have you heard the re- 
mark, that if John Doe had been put- 
ting he would have won by a big mar- 
gin. In answer to which you might 
hear the reply that that is always a 
bad fault among professionals, they 
are most all poor putters. One stops 
and thinks it over and wonders why 
time after time they average seventy- 
five or six around their own course 
and when keyed up in a tournament 
they turn in an occasional seventy or 
some fine score. It is almost true as 
in cases related that professionals are 
poor putters. Not all by any means, 
but on the whole a large part of them 
and probably the majority. Poor putters 
in this respect does not mean that they 
continually take three or more putts 
upon a green, but means in comparison 
with the rest of their game they are 
poor putters. Not alone professionals, 
but some of the top-notch amateur 
golfers in this country. 

Walter J. Travis was never a very 
long driver, but as a putter he could 
not be beaten. Compared with the rest 
of his game his putting excelled and 
was the means of winning for him many 
titles, chief among which was the Brit- 
ish Amateur championship. Continually 
getting down in one putt was the 


great secret of his success.

Evans Poor Putter. 


“Chick” Evans is a poor putter. Most 
every golf fan in the portale 4 has heard 
that Evans was a very bad putter. 
When year after year he failed to come 
through in the amateur championships 
it was acknowledged by all that his 
putting was his downfall. Evans has 
won the western amateur champion- 
ship, the western open championship 
and owing to the cancellation of na- 
tional tournaments during the war still 
retains his preesnt titles of national 
amateur and national open champion. 
Evans defeated the cream of the ama- 
teur ranks when he won his title at 
Philadelphia in 1916 and led a field of 
the foremost pros in the national open 
the same year. Jock Hutchinson, the

It’s the “birdies” that count in the 
scoring. When time after time a pro 
gets down in one under par he scores 
well, and incidently hangs up a record 
when his putts all drops. That is what 
it means when this or that pro plays 
his game on the green, as he does 
through the fairway. 

As a spectator during a match you 
groan when you see a player miss a 
comparatively easy putt after a won- 
derful shot up to the hole. There goes 
a stroke you exclaim, but you fail to 
note that the player has registered par 
for the hole and only lost a chance to 
get one under or a “birdie,” as it is 
called, ‘when par is beaten by a shot. 

When you see professionals taking 
three putts on green, then it is poor 
putting inat loses for them, but when 
they manage to sink every now and 
then during the round one of those 
putts that they have played almost 
dead to the pin, nine times out of ten 
they are gcing to score well and win. 
It is of professionals and amateurs of 
the top rank to which this article re- 
fers, for it is of these that you hear 
that they are poor putters. 

Thus, these golfers are not poor put- 
ters, but only in comparison with their 
drives, mashies, irons and those shots

The Increase of $40 Indicates

A price increase of $40, effective 
April 1, was announced yesterday by 
Dan Iseminger, southern district man- 
ager of the Grant Motor Car corpora- 
tion.

A MEMORIAL OF 
TODAY AND YESTERDAY. 

A memorial, which stands to tell 
the story of the heroism of the con- 
federate soldier of the sixties, and one 
which befits the gallant soldier of to- 
day, is the memorial bed which Mrs. 
W. W. Brooks, of Atlanta, has estab- 
lished in the American military hos- 
pital in Paris in memory of her father, 
the late Captain Shanteen Mitchell, who 
was killed in the confederate war in 
the last battle fought in Virginia. 
Captain Mitchell was captain of 
Company I, Thirteenth Georgia regi- 
ment, Georgia brigade, and there are 
comrades living to tell the story of 
the young Georgian, who died for his 
country in gallant service, before he 
was 24 years of age. 

He received the first diploma in the 
first law class graduating from the 
University of Georgia, and had begun 
the practice of his profession when 
called to the colors. His efficiency 
and bravery brought him many honors, 
and he had been promoted to the rank 
of colonel when the last battle in Vir- 
Zinia was fought. 

Four months after his passing, his 
little daughter was born and given the 
name Shanteen Mitchell, for her fa- 
ther. It is she who has endowed the 
bed in the military hospital in Paris. 
where, maybe, some Georgia boy fight- 
ing for his country today will find 
comfort and peace through the loyalty 
and generosity of a Georgia Daughter 
of the Confederacy. 

This is the first memorial in the 
hospital to be given by any individual, 
though the Georgia Daughters of the 
Confederacy have already raised suffi- 
cient funds for a memorial bed to Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon, and will endow 
another in memory to the late Alexan- 
der Stephens.

On 
account of becoming an invalid he was 
sent to this country to make himself 
as useful as possible, inspecting sup- 
plies purchased here by the British 
government. 

His book, which is the outgrowth of 
informal talks given by him to. the men 
in our service, has become very popu- 
lar with the soldiers.

WAR.ON ILLITERACY 
AMONG AMERICANS 


Planned by Secretary Lane. 
Letters Sent President Wil- 
son and Hoke Smith. 


Washington, March 16.—In prepara- 
tion for launching a campaign against 
adult illiteracy among the American 
people generally and against ignorance 
of the English language by the foreign- 
born, Secretary Lane has sought the 
aid of President Wilson¢in pressing for 
the passage of a pending bill which 
would, provide funds to be used for this 
purpose by the bureau of education. 

If the bill is passed quickly, the plan 
fis to give special attention immediate- 
ly to teaching illiterate men, especial- 
ly those in Class A, who may be called 


to the colors within a few months. 

Secretary Lane addressed letters fo 
the president and Senator Smith, of 
Georgia, and Representative Sears, of 
Florida, chairmen of the congressional 
committees on education. 

“T believe,” he wrote, “that the time 
has come when we should ve serious 
consideration to the education of those 
who cannot read or write in the 
United States. The war has brought 
facts to our attention that are almost 
unbelievable, and that are in them- 
selves accusatory. There are 
United States (or were when the cen- 
eus was taken in 1910) 6,616,163 per- 
sons over ten years of age who were 
unable to read or write any language. 
There are now nearly 700,000 men of 
draft age in the United States who are, 
I presume, registered who cannot re 
or write in glish or in any other 
language. Over 4,600,000 of the {lliter- 
ates. in this tangy | were 20 years of 
age or more. Over 58 per cent are white 
persons, and of these 1,500,000 are na- 
tive born whites. 

“I beg you to consider the economic 
loss arising out of this condition. If 
the productive labor value of an 
illiterate is less by only 50 cents a 
day than that of an educated man or 
woman, the country is losing $$25,000,- 
000 a year through Illiteracy. The fed- 

ral government and the states spend 
millions of dollars in trying to give 
information to the people in rural dis- 
tricts abéut farming and home-making. 
Yet 8,700,000, of 10 per cent of our 
country folk, cannot read or write a 
word. A people who cannot have means 
of access to the mediums of public

Editor Censtitution: Your recent editori- 
als in regard to the educational conditions 
existing in rural Georgia are fine and right 
to the point I hope there will be many 
more of them. Too much stress cannot be 
laid upon’ this matter. 


Clarence Poe, in The Progressive Farmer, , 
writing.on the “Folk High. Schools in Den- | 


mark,” says.that.if. Denmark: were laid, off 
in counties, as is the United Statés, there 
would be three people’s high schools to each 
county, twenty rural libraries and twenty- 
five school and teachers’ libraries. 

Compare the above with this information 
given me by a county school commissioner 
for one Georgia county. for the past school 
year. (I make no criticism of the county 
commissioner who I know is doing the best 
that he can under the conditions.) THe 
county in question maintained 35 schools with 
60 teachers for an average of four and one- 
half months out of the year. The aver- 
age salary of the teaqhers was $45. Ten of 
the schools had no blackboards and probably 
not more than two or three of them had 
any libraries. The cost to the state and 
county was about $5.30 per pupil and out of 
the 2,322 scholars in attendance there was 
not a single graduate. 

Such a record speaks for itself. Some of 
your contributors have said that the people 
do not ¢are enough for better schools to 
take necessary steps to secure them. Can 
you blame them for lack of intefest? There 
is little, if anything, to say in favor of 
the rural public school under the present: 
system. I wish that I could quote the whole 
of Mr. Poe’s splendid article on rural educa- 
tion. He states that in one southern state 
there were 6,967 children studying Latin in 
the country high schools and 636 studying 
agticulture. If that is not an indictment of 
the present school system I do not know 
what you could call it 

The object of the country school should 
be to fit the child. for the life it must lead 
in later years, develop and encourage its 
natufal talents and individuality arid give it 
enough of the three R’s to enable it to con- 
duct the common business matters that pre- 
sent themselves to it in an'intelligent way

This is not the process by which to. fa- 
miliarize the people with the bottom facts 
in the situation. Such comparisons are mis- 
leading; for the reason that prices of food- 
Stuffs have advanced with lightning-like 
rapidity. 

If the status of a banking institution 
were under considerati8n and the object 
was to show the degree of progress made in 
1917 as compared with 1916, for example, 
one would first compdre the amount of in- 
dividual deposits one year with the other; 
then, one would compare loans and discounts 
in the same manner, and so on. 

Not so as to the subject of productivity, 
in order to develop this view of the situa- 
tion, one must compare crop yields of one 
year with those of some other year. That 
is the real measure of progreéss. 

In perfectly normal times one pound of 
cotton would buy two pounds of dry salt 
meat. Just now, one pound of cotton at

When Rumania entered the war in 
the following year the central powers 
promptly defeated the Rumanian 
armies, aided alike by Bulgarian trooper 
and Russian treachery, and thereafter 
the Bulgarians reoccupied not merely 
the Silistrian strip taken by Rumanie 
in 1913, but also all Rumanian terri- 
tory between the Danube and the 
Black sea, thus cutting Rumania off 
from the sea. By her alliance witb 
the central powers Bulgaria had now 
won back all of what she had lost inp 
the second Balkan war, save Adria- 
nople, and she had in place of this 
acquired the Rumanian littoral.

He demands for Serbia direct access to 
the sea.

It is not enough to witness the troops salute the flag at military reviews. 
Tt is not enough to stand when the “Star Spangled Banner” is played. It 
is not enough to applaud the patriotic orator when he pays tribute to the 
flag, but the vivid red in the stripes, and the stars on the field of blue should 

seen floating to the breeze in every community, every square and in front 
of every home in Georgia. 
. {Tt is not enough to know it flies from the federal building and the state 
capitol, from the city hall and the executive mansion, but it should be seen 
everywhere the eye reaches, from the top of the highest building to the 
humblest home, from which the boy of the nation has gone—to fight. It 
should mark the place of the big university and the little schoolhouse and 
it should hang in every church and public building—in every place where 
men and women assemble for any purpose.

Books for the Soldiers and Sailors. 


The women of Georgia, in unison with the women of the nation, will do 

their part in making the drive for books for our soldiers and sailors the 
_ guecess that the movement deserves. The American Library association, 
who have had the authority and responsibility of the library movement m 
ihe war emergency program, have made the call for hundreds of thousands 
of books for the war service libraries in this country and in the war zone, 
and they have asked the co-operation of the Woman's committee, Council of 
National Defense. 
Elsewhere in this department the plan to be pursued in Georgta is 
clearly set forth by the chairman of the Georgia division of the council 
committee and by the chairman of the Georgia Library commission, and di- 
rections are given as to the kind of books desired; the way in which they 
are to be given and the places to which they are to be sent. 


As stated by the chairman of the Georgia ‘Library commission, camp 
library service hag been established for just one purpose—to help win the 
war—and there are three ways in which to help: . 

1. By maintaining the morale of the men by providing them with 
interesting and entertaining reading matter to help tide over the 
moments of loneliness and depression which come to everyone. 

2. By helping to educate them as to the causes and purposes of 
the war. . 

3. By providing the men with special technical books along their 
several lines and so making them better and more efficient soldiers. 
This is a department of war emergency work to which every patriotic 

man and woman can do a part. In giving a book—not one that you want to 
get rid of—but one you like and consider good—a contribution will be made 
not to one man who is going to fight for his country, but many, for the 
books are to be passed on here and on the other side of the water, where 
the American Library association will have its representatives. If one man 
out of every ten in every community of the state, and one woman out of 
every ten would give a book, Georgia woul@ have begun a good library for 
the soldiers, but that is not to be Georgia's way of performing this part of 
her war emergency. work. 

The plan is to get every man and every woman in every county of the 
state to give a book, and to have enough given by ‘those who are generous 
and patriotic to make up for those lacking in patriotism or those who have 
no books to give. ; r 

At the end of the drive let it be recorded that according to her popula- 
tion, Georgia will stand second to no other state in the béoks she contributes 
to. our soldiers and sailors. now offering their lives for their country.

The Call for Nurses at Home and Abroad. 


Now that the enrollment of the nursing force has begun in Georgia under 
the authoritative auspices of the State Council of Defense, headed by the 
governor, and the Woman’s Committee, Council of Defense, the Georgia di- 
vision, the people of the state are urged to give a patriotic interest td every 
department of the nursing service; to encourage the establishment of schools 
of nursing, to encourage the profession as one desirable to the young wom- 
en of the state, upon whom may fall the responsibility of the wage earner, 
and to encourage those who may in this national crisis desire to give their 
services to their country. 

That the profession of nursing is one of the most sacred in calling in 
peace no one doubts. “But in times of war when the nurse in the military 
hospital is not only the nurse, but the mother to the poor boy who suffers 
and dies for his country—her calling is the greatest in human service,” Miss 
Jane Van de Vraede, head of the nursing bureau in the southern division of 
the Red Cross, has so truly said. “A 

To be the nurse in the military hospital and. to be the mother, too, re- 
quires a training in mind and soul as well as in the technical knowledge re- 
quired of a good nurse, which even the ablest women cannot acquire without 
a training; therefore, the standard upheld in the United States 
military hospitals and the American Red Cross. No father nor mother having 
a boy in France can fail to realize the necessity for this high standard be- 
ing maintained by the government and the Red Cross nursing requirements, 
and there are enough women who have the training and who can take the 
training to meet the demand for the right kind of nurses, but these, many of 
them cannot be réleased for military service until there is supplied the nurs- 
ing force at home, and the force which can go on ag up the gaps when the 
trained and experienced nurses are called by their country. ¢ 

It is to meet this latter emergency, that the government has asked the 
governor. of the state to authorize the enrollment O&the nursing force of the 
state, thrdugh the county Councils of Defense, this a first and necessary 
step in the organized development of the right of nursing force., —

“After the books are collected léok 
them over carefully. and throw away 
all that are obviously unsuitable. 
Count them, and let the commission 
know how many volumes you have, 
and we will arrange for transporta- 


tion.”

“The American Library association at 
the request of the United States gov- 
erntoent has undertaken to supply our 
soldiers and sailors with reading mat- 
ter and the war council of the associa- 
tion has already raised over $1,500,000 
for the work. There are now library 
buildings in 34 camps, with the ablest 
men in the library profedsion in charge. 
In addition to these regular camp 
libraries, books are being sent to all 
the smaller unite everywhere, both 
naval and military. The great need 
now is books, and it is the purpose 
and hope of the library war council 
that this book drive of March 18 to 25 
will bring out some of the thousands 
of books that are in American homes 
for the use of our soldiers and sailors. 
It is estimated that two million more 
books are needed at once if the. book 
service overseas is to be undertaken, 
and a most urgent call for this service 
is coming from our troops over there. 
“I would suggest that you appoint a 
special chairman in your unit for tak- 
ing care of this very important work. 
I feel that it is war work in @ very 
real sense and work in line with the 
regular defense work of our organiza- 
tion. 2 
“A number of the defense units have 
already taken up this work. It should 
be all the easier to make this new cam- 
paign; if it has not, I urge you to or- 
ganize at once. 

The Local Side. 
“In arranging for the local campaign 
for the book drive beginning March 
18, the Carnegie library, of . Atlanta, 
has secured the co-operation of every 
public school in the city and all the 


drug stores of the city. All these 
Places have agreed to act asm receiving 
Stations for gift books intended for 
the soldiers during the week of March 
18. Many attractive posters will be 
used to attract attention to the cam- 
Paign and several of the retail mer- 
chants have offered window displays 


featuring the book campaign for that 


week. The co-operation of the churches 
and Sunday schools has been asked, 
looking toward the observance of Sun- 
day, ch 17, as Camp Library day 
in the Sunday school. 

o books on every subject are 
needed. ‘These books are intended for 
use both in the camps here and over- 
seas. General Pershing has recently 
ordered that 50 tons a month in. ship- 
ping space be reserved for the ship- 
ment of books to France. It is esti- 
mated that a hundred thousand vol- 
umes a month can be sent in this space. 
In England five books have been given 
for every hook purchased for the libra- 
ries for the soldiers.” 


More American 
Heroes. 


A striking instance of the manifold 
patriotism shown by the American 
expeditionary forces in France is re- 
cited in the most recent bulletin issued 
by the American Red Cross, in which 
the enlisted men of the sanitary corps 
are the heroes.

four months to adequately man its 
army and navy centers, administrative 
and other offices. 

In the southland an “officer training 
camp” for Red Triangle secretaries 
will be opened at Blue Ridge associa- 
tion, Black Mountain, near Asheville, 
N. C, on March 23. It is planned to 
train 200 men in this first of a series 
of war work schools, to be recruited 
from the southern states. 

These volunteer workers under the 
Red Triangle must come from business 
and professional circles, men beyond 
the Graft age or far down in the classi- 
fication column, but preferably 
tween the ages of 31 and 45. Only 
men above draft age are now being 
semt overseas to serve with the Ameri- 
cam forces and in the cantéens which 
have been officially turned over to the 
Y. M. C. A. by General Pershing, and 
with the armies of France, Enugiand, 
Italy, Portugal, Russia, Rumania, Ja- 
pam and Chima at the request of their 
reapective governments. American § Y. 
M. C. A. secretaries are still serving 
with the soldiers of Russia and Ru- 
mania.

S. A. Ackley, executive secretary com- 
manding the army and navy Y. M. C. A. 
forces in the southeastern department 
which comprises seven states—the Car- 
olinas, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi—has issued a) 
call for $69 secretaries to be recruited 
from this department during the next 
six months; at least 200 voluntetrs dur- 
ing the month of March. 

Rut an association secretaryship for 
overseas means no “romantic adven- 
ture.” Reginald Wright Kaufman, au- 
thor of “Jim.”

And if you can find 
needle and thread you won't stop to 
look for somebody else to mend your 
clothes. You must.be able to handle a 
drunk with tact, and meet a bully with 
the first blow. You must be interrup-

It demands ability to keep cheerful and 
bring inspiration to other men who are 


| possibly war-weary, home-sick and dis- 


couraged, and who are facing frightful 
temptations. It is no task for a man 
faint-hearted and of low physical vital- 
ity. Only men of ynquestioned char- 
acter, who can enter the work with 
a distinctive Christian motive, can meet 
the test. 
Uneuestioned Loyalty. 

“Our secretaries must be men of pro- 
found loyalty to the govérnment, who 
believe thoroughly in the aim and the 
necessity of the war. As a rule only 
native-born citizens are acceptable for 
overseas service. No man, either of 
whose parents was born in Germany 
or Austria, can be considered because 
of passport difficulties. Enlistment in 
the ranks of the Red Triangle is pref- 
erably for the period of the war, but 
at least for one year overseas.” 
A secretary overseas cannot be ac- 
companied by his wife or have her in 
the same country where he is work- 
ing. the army and navy Y. M. C. A. 
being bound by the same government 
ruling which denies married men of 
the army or navy taking their wives 
abroad. 

To balance withdrawal of tested sec- 
retaries from American training camps 
and cantonments for service overseas, 


her canteen in a communication trench, 


or for military service, and to meet the 
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ever-increasing demands for the exten- 
sion of the Red Triangle work, thou- 
sands of high-grade men will be need- 


ed during the next few months. 
There are now approximately 700 
secretaries serving in the southeastern 
department, and 130 huts located at 29 
different army or navy camps or posts, 
with between 26 and 30 huts in course 
of construction; a larger personnel and 
equipment than any other of the six 
departments. The secretarial staff for 
each building or hut which is designed 
to serve a brigade or 7,200 men, is as 
follows 

1. A building secretary, who, as a 
rule, should be an efficient associa- 
tion secretary of standing and experi- 
ence. 

2. A religious work secretary, trained 
and tested in association methods. 

3. An educational secretary. 

4. A physical director. 

5. Two or more assistant secretaries 
for general service, with clerical, mu- 
sical and mechanical ability. 

There are alsa positions open in con- 
nection with camp headquarters far 
men of large business experience or 
réligious or social leadership. 


Blue Ridge Training School. 


“It would have been practically im- 
possible to have manned ,the camps of 
the southeastern department without 
the assistance of Blue Ridge Summer 
achool in 1917.” according to Executive 
Secretary Ackley. In the two training 
schools for army and navy Y. M. C. A., 
secretaries conducted last year, 163 


men were given intensive training. 


Four times this number must be train- 
ed during 1918. 

Blue Ridge association, in the heart 
of the Blue Ridge mountains of North 
Carolina, since 1911 has served the 
colleges, Young Women’s Christian as- 
sociations and Young Men’s Christian 
associations of the southland as a con- 
ference grounds and summer training 
school for workers and secretaries. Its 
present equipment consists of twenty- 
four buildings with 1,101 acres of vir- 
gin mountain timber land, valued at 


$125,000. 
To meet the war time needs of the 


Blue Ridge association, by special con- 
tributions $125,000 will be in hand. 
With the $125,000 which it’s executive 
secretary, Dr. W. D. Weatherford, ex- 
pects will be in hand by May 1, as a 
result of special subscriptions and cam- 
paigns, Blue Ridge association will be 
clear of all debt and necessary improve- 
ments will be made for the second and 
third, and possibly a fourth, of the 
War Work Training Schools for Army 
and Navy Y. M. C. A. Secretaries to be 
conducted there, in addition to its reg- 
ular series of summer training schools. 

Among the subjects which the Red 
Triangle secretaries in training must 
study «are (1) Bible Study. (2) The 
Historical Background of the War, (3) 
Association Methods in Army and Navy 
Camps, (4) Personal Problems of En- 
listed Men, (6) Fundamentals of Chris-

(8) Recreation and Athletic Games, (9) 
Moving Picture Course, and (10) Auto- 
mobile Mechanics and Driving.

EVERYTHING 
WAS READY. | 
When, much to the surprise of every- 
body in Germany, war was declared the 
German soldier immediately rushed to 


his locker, where everything was ready 
for him, including a canteen filled with 
fresh water. Simultaneously the Ger- 
man. poet rushed to his fountain pen 
which—God and the kaiser forgot noth- 
ing—was also filled, not with water, 
but with a venomous liquid that flowed 
red, like blood. This war has remind- 
ed us that it is not the man who fights 
in the field who is the true master of 
hate and bitterness; it is the highly- 


who screams loudest and foams most 
freely at the Mpse. 

If the German poets had been for a 
mroment at @ loss as to what view to take 
of the war, of course the German gov- 
ernment would have set them right. 
(There was that naive newspaper in 
Muhieh which at the start pleaded pa- 
thetically for the government td “take 
charge of public opinion.”) One could 
fancy some such advertisement in the 
Berlin papers: “German poets will call 
at the Wilhelmstrasse between 2 and 4 
on Thurseday to secure their points of 
view on the war.” However, it is im- 
probable the German poets needed any 
instruction. They thought about the 
war just what the kaiser wanted them 
to think, what he and his kind had been 
training the whole German nation, 
poeta included, for 40 years, to think. 
They greeted the catastrophe with a 
mighty cry, a cry partly of hate for 
Germany's enemies, partly of joy that 
fnow at last German's hour had 
struck. Wrote one enthusiastic bard— 


Hurreh! Hip, hurrah! Away with all 
‘labor! It is war! Bloody war! Get 
your rifle and saber! 


This hip-hurrah greeting for bloody 
war was charactertiatic of most of the 
early war poetry. The poets, unfortu- 
nately, were not prophets. The blood 
which they viewed im prospect was to 
Tiow mostly from the bodies of the con- 
/temptible foe. Germany. marching with 
God, was invincible. A short war and a 
merry one, and at the end the great 
| German hosts conquerors of the world! 
If they could have foreseen then thei

One is reminded, by way of aside, of 
the excellent Australian cartoon which 
pictured the kaiser sitting, head in 
hands, in the company of the ¢rown 
prince. “I swear to Heaven,” moans 
“T did not want this war.” 
“No,” says the crown prince in a lucid 
moment, “it was quite a d@ifferent war 
you wanted, wasn't it, papa?’ 


THEY SANG 
OF BLOOD. 
But coming back to the poets, it may 


be said that while at rare intervals they 
remembered to make a note of the fact 
that the war was a complete and un- 


pleasant surprise to Germany, their 
whole attitude was that now that it 
had cOme, they were delighted. They 
dreamed of blood, they sang of it. At 
last the weapons Germany had been 
fondling so long were to find a mark. 
Rudolf Herzog wrote a dainty little 
thing, urging the soldiers on—-he was 
evidently somewhere in the rear him- 
self—and the refrain of each verse 
ran: 


What though the earth of hell be full, 
Our steel shall cleave the foeman’s 
skull. 


Such was the picture that inspired 
the frenzied poets, the gentlemen of the 
pen. A soul-satisfying. delectable pic- 
ture of German steel deep in the foe- 
man’s skull, while rich, delicious bload 
was everywhere. 

Wihile they were in the midst of gory 
composition, their é¢yesa in a fine frenzy 
rolling, England entered the war on the 
side of the allies. This was distinctly 
verboten, and it upset the German plan 
horribly. BEngland was to stand aside 
until Russia and France were anni- 
hilated, and then be wiped eut in her 
turn. Any one who has ever been in 
Germany knows the fury of a German 
whose system its upset. Immediately 
the mad poets grew madder yet. and 
the recipent of all their poisened darts 
was poor old Wngland. The anger of 
a German when things are going «4 


he wished is not a pretty thing, but 


the anger of the sam¢é man when things 
are going wrong is enough te make 
God tremble. 

In this dark hour when all Germany 


|was sputtering with a fury so terrible 


it seemed words could nat he faund to 
express it, Herr Ernst Lissauver came 
forward and earned the nation’s grati- 
tude by penning his famous Hymn of 
Hate.

Of the gentler side of life—wife, 
mother, home—there is scarcely any 
mention in the work of these infuriated 
and war-hungry poets. True, there is 
one poem that pictures the leave-tak- 
ing of a soldier, to whom there elings 
a weeping wife or sweetheart named 
Marie, not all Blood and iron, as a 
German woman should be. The sol- 
dier bids her grievé not; even if she 
| were the Holy Mather Marie, he would 
fhave to go: 

I'm not the Hely Mother Marie, 

But just a maid forlorn; 

And soon a child shall Glasp my kaee— 
A Httle child, a helpless chiid— 

I die when he is born.

Which’ is very cruel of them, and en- 
tirély beyond the comprehension of the 
raging foe. 

Herr Ligsauer, it appears, had another 
attack of maglignant hate, and it came 
to him in the first happy realization 
that at last his hate was bearing frvit. 
He called it “England Asleep,.”' and it 
pictured the land of the foe dozing 
complacentiy by night. unaware that 
the hand of Germany was about to 
strike. Sleep, will you? All right, but 
what is thie in the starry sky? Zep- 
Pelins! See the bombs drop. Fine! Ah, 
hal Now England stirs; she moans! 

So far as Professor Grumbine’s rec- 
orde show, Herr Lessauer has had no 
further trouble with the cancer that is 
eating at his vitals. Once a bomb from 
a German airship fell on a London 
achoo! house, and out of 50 children be- 
law the age of 6, 35 were murdered. 
Nine were blown into such small bits 
they were never found. One would 
think this a fit subject for Herr Lis- 
sauer’s gentie Muse, but so far he 
has failed to immortalise it in song. 


TRIBUTES USUALLY 
THOUGHT UNPRINTABLE. 


There are ather delicate tributes to 
England, same of which make use of 
words not generally printed in a fam- 
ily newspaper. This chief and only foe 
is pictured as a ecavenger who hangs 
round the edge of the battlefield, ready 


to reap the fruits of others fighting. A 
dying sailor is reported as pleading 
with God for one final clutch with the 
English, after which he will be con- 
tent to lie dead in that putrid soil. The 
first engagement with the English 
troops is greeted with screams of rage 
and joy by ane poet who speaks for 
hie army. 

Turning from the German hate for 
Engiand—and it is not unfair to assume 
that that hate is directed now toward 
America, since we are placing the last 
obstacle in the path of German world- 
dominion—one finds all branches of the 
German service honored by the blood- 
thirety poets. The cavalry, the reserves, 
the navy—-and particularly the Emden. 
which fought a plucky, sportemaniike 
carmpaign—all have their laureates. The 
home guards, laboring in the fields to 
gather the 1914 harvest for Germany, 
are extolled. The grindstone, preparing 
sharp blades to sink in soft enemy 
flesh, gets passing notice and a kind 
word. The war god, unwilling to rise 
save at the kaiser’s bidding, is happy at 
last when that troubled gentleman, 
after due consideration, gives him the 
signal. And strange to say, there | 
must be slackers in Germany, for one 
of them is pictured blushing for shame * 
at the thought of other men. landing 
steel in the foeman’s skull, an tmpor- 
tant matter to which he himeeit should 
‘attend. 

There is also a seiiiiiatilaes gory se- 
ries of verses on the German. spirit. 
in which a captain inquires of his leu- 
tenant as to what he would do if one 
of his legs were shot away. It appears 
that he would hobble forward on the

calls, and Marie is reminded that her 
duty, the duty of every German woman 
always, is to remain at home and bear 
children for the further glory of God | 
and the kaiser. 

God and the kaiser! Throughout all 
these verses this “Made in Germany” 
partnership is played upon uatil. i 
sickens you. We are all of neni 
aware of this first and greatest Ger- 
man annexation scheme—the annexa- 
tion of God—but even if He were on 
their side exclusively, which seems 
hardly probable, it would be far from 
good taste to speak of it so econtinu- 
ously. The armies set sut to cleave 
the foeman’s skull with Ged by their 
side. God will see them threugh. He 


will bring victery to their banners. 
It was an English rhymeter who 


wrote: 

What of Heaven Wilhelm’ thinks 

is no riddle of the Sphinx; 

But a matter much more dim 

Is what Heaven thinks of him. 
The matter, however, ie not the least 
bit dim in Germany. God has nothing 
but approval for William, and He 
glories in the partnership. 

One German poet pictures Jesus 
walking the field after a battie. Gently 
the Savior questions the wounded af 
all nations ae te why they have offer- 
ed up their lives in this mad orgy. The 
dying Frenchman admits that He 
sought unholy revenge, the English- 
man was simply the paid dog of his 
masters, the Russian ignorant, dumbiy 
obedient to the lash of the esar. And 
then Christ turns to a German iad, 
whom he distinguishes by the address, 
“Oh, dearest bey.” The German alone 
can plead a holy cause, and being in 
that favorable position he adds a re- 
quest for German victory. Christ sits 
long on the field, considering, and then 
departs with a last promise to the 
German boy that his request shall be 
granted. 


A TRUE 
GERMAN. 

It appears that “the Father of all 
love, who died, Jesus the Savior, cruci- 
fied,” did make some weak objection 


to this avalanche of German hate. In 
a dream He sought out one Will Ves- 
per, and bade him “sing not in hate, 
but sing in love.” Vesper was a true 
German, and not eshamed. He had his 
answer ready: 

Feigning I did not understand, 

I quickly teok my pen in hand. 

And wrote: Oh Lord of Love, my hate
